LONDON, April 30,— Up to. midnight 


telegrams received from the continent 
indicate that U Germany anil Austria- 
Hungary, as in England, the May Day 
celebration will partake of a paieive 
character of popular fetes. On the other 
hand in France, Italy, Spain and Bel- 
gium the authorities are making prepa- 
rations as if to BupprefiB a revolution. _

gree. 


The minister of. justice instructed the 


public prosecutors and examining magis- 
trates to remain in^their offices through- 
out the day tomorrow. 


No disorderly bands 61 people will be 
allowed to assemble or penetrate the 
city. The government ia more appre- 
hensive of trouble in the industrial cen- 
ters, and has requested the leading man- 
ufacturers to use their influence to calm 
workmen aud assist detectives in picking 
out the men of notorious anarchistic pro- 
clivities. 


A dispatch from Rome Bays the feeling 


of public alarm is ieso acute than on the 
eve of last May Day, yet feverish symp- 
toms are manifest arising from numer- 
ous-recent arrests. 


Bomb explosions are reported tonight 


from Forli, Soltrolo and Voghera. Many 
arrests were made. 
At Ancoua a socialist meeting waa 


broken up and forty-eight of those in 
attendance were arrested. 


While arrests will continue to be made 
at Milan, Turin and Bun, on the whole 
official reports from the provinces are re- 
assuring.

The LtrRCBt Convention of the Kind 


That Ever Asmubled In Fresno 


Connty. 


The report which bad prevailed for 


some time past to the effect that the 
Farmers' Alliance and the Prohibition- 


i had coalesced and would place a 


joint ticket in the field was dissipated 
yesterday by tbe action ol the Prohibi- 
tion county convention which met in 
DeWitt ball. . During the session a dele- 
gation o( the Farmers' Alliance waa 
granted permission to address the con- 
vention. Tho delegation had been priv- 
ately advised beforehand that the con- 
vention was about to put a clean cat 
Prohibition ticket in the field and that 
no question of fusion with any party or 
set o! men would be entertained. Acting 
upon this bint the delegation confined 
itself lo tbe expression tbat all tbat the 
Alliance desired of the Prohibitionists 
was to be remembered hi a fraternal way. 


Towards the close of the session M. B. 
Harris, chairman of the convention and 
himself an Alliance man, made a brief 
speech in which he clearly enunciated 
the purpose and spirit ol the 1'rohibitton 
party o! Fresno county. 
A prominent member of the Alliance 


told him that afternoon tbat it waa gen- 
erally understood tbat tbe object of send- 
ing the Alliance delegation to the con- 
vention wu to induce tho Prohibitionists 
to join with tho Alliance on a county 
ticket. 
"In other werds,". continued Mr. 


Harris, "to use ue as a cat's paw for the 
election cf one or two men. I rnled 
upon that matter for the interest of the 
Prohibition party, and I say to you now 
that if wa go into any fusion with any 
party wo will be defeating ourselves. 
We Lave defeated ourselves every time 
by that kind of action." 


These remarks were applauded by tbe 


convention. 


Mr. Harris proceeded to argue hope- 


fully for the success of the movement, 
and called attention to the fact that ten 
or fifteen precincts which, at tbe last 
election, did not cast a single Prohibi- 
tion ballot, have already reported from 
ten to fifteen staunch Prohibition votes 
ready for the coming election. Six 
political cluba have been already organ- 
ized ID this county with a membership 
roll of 200 names.

The evil* are mainly the rmnlto of the 
liquor traffic, corrupt legislation, unjust 
taxation, despotic combination*, dishon- 
est speculation, a false system of finance

through legislation, which will Mcoie to 
every citizen, rich or poor, equal rights.
